THE WATER MAINS AND 
THE INCREMENT TAX 


The suggestion made by Ald. Dr. McInnis that all water 
rates should be charged on a frontage instead of a service 
basis comes very close to furnishing the solution of the water 
problem:and of every.other municipal probleny ofa like na- 
ture. So close, in fact, that Dr. McInnis is in danger of find- 
ing himself in the Lloyd George class of radicals. 

When, as the doctor points out, a water main is extend- 
ed along any certain street, the water takers are expected to 
pay, in their water rates, for the cost of the pipe line, for the 
pumping plant at the other end, and for the water’ that- is 
pumped. Until the city is assured that there are enough 
users to guarantee six per cent. to cover interest and sinking 
fund the pipe line is not extended. But the owners of inter- 
vening property, many of whom are holding entirely for 
speculation and who never hope nor intend to become house- 
hoiders nor water users, most of whom, in fact, do not live in 
the city at all, enjoy the profit to be derived from an enhanced 
value for their realty, due to the fact that the: pipe line has 
been laid, toward which they have contributed nothing. 

The logical outcome of this arrangement, as the doctor 
points out, is that sooner or later the water takers will have 
entirely paid for the water plant, whereas the owner of the 
vacant property will have paid nothing, but will find his 
property immenseiy increased in value. 

The Dr. Mclnnis idea is that the city should charge for 
water by the front foot, instead of by the service, allowing 
users to take all the water they require, but making the hold- 
ers of vacant property pay their share of the cost of the plant. 

In this the doctor just misses the bull’s-eye by the 
breadth of a blonde hair. Had he-suggested that the capital]e 
cost of installing the plant should be taken from the increase 
in the value of the land instead of from a tax on frontage he 
would have hit the mark dead-centre. 

To all who think the matter over at all, it must be plain 
ihat every dollar invested in water service, light plant, tele- 
phone, street railway, etc., etc., increases the value of adja- 
cent property. And yet, ‘according to the present arrange- 
ment, the residents alone are charged (through their service 
rates) with the cost and up-keep of the utilities which give to 
ihe property the increase in value. Manifesily, the place to 
charge the cost of the installation is against the increased 
value cf the property, which increase this installation has 
created. 

In other words, what is really: wanted is the increment 
fax, and all the philosophic dissertations and scholastic trea- 
tises extant could not prove the justice thereof more plainly 
than this concrete instance of the water mains as cited by Ald. 
Dr. McInnis.

Petersburg called at the Russian for- 
eign office late today to announce of- 
ficially his government's decision to 
abide by the terms of the ultimatum, 
Up to a late hour tonight, however, 
no public announcement had been 
made at Teheran of the recession of

The delay in making public that fact 
that he had yielded to the Russian 
demands probably was through fear 
of the consequences: of public regent- 
ment.
